"THE GALLOWS OP OHANOE." by E. 
PbUUps Oppenheim. McClelland & 
Stewart, Limited, Toronto. 332 pp.

Among the type-fioUon ^Titers of today, there 
is prolnbly no one who is so consistently turning 
out aatlsfylng mUrder-mysterlcs, as our old friend 
Phillips Oppenhelm. His latest mystery. "The Gal- 
lows of Chance," is lacking In none of those factors 
that have been responsible for his unbrolcen string 
of successes in the lighter field, dating back from 
that oveni'helmlng mystery of aUnost ten years ago. 
"The Great Impersonation." 

Oppenhehn's tatent has been built up over the 
groundwork of a long a|H>rentlceshlp on the Con- 
tinent spent In closely observing the intricate wajv 
of the leisured 'classes oh tlie Riviera, at Cannes, 
and in London's West End. The result is an almost 
infallibly sure touch in the handling of bis ma- 
terial. When Oppenhelm's butler opens Ills mouth, 
the universal art of »buUery,emits lt3« store of ex- 
perience. His Home Seorétariâ are tlie lost toiicb 
in correct diplomacy, and his Scotland Yard spins 
more intricate webs than the most finished spidér. 

"The GallowB of ciiance" opens on the provin- 
cial Norfolkshlre estate of Lord Key nsliam, where 
the English Home Secretary is spending a few dàyis, 
and the occasion Is marked by the approaching ex- 
^eoitioh of one Édwin Brandt, who has been con- 
ceited ot mtirderlng a young actor whom he ivA 
found imdei: cfaximista ^BÎ Oi afeHmm^^ 
his jealous suspicion, 'uhlijS+liMm 
bedroom. 

General sympathy Is all with Brandt, who hM 
a great deal of thè mystet7-man about' him, and 
there Is some talk of a last inliiute reprteve.>^H(W- 
ever, such a reprieve liés only in the Jurladlctifm of 
the Home Secreiury.

Gunsmith Perfects 
Laboratory Device 

Eugene/ Ore.— It took a gunsmith, 
working in coUaboration with Dr. H. 
R. Crofiland, associate " professor of 
psychology, to perfect a devjce for 
controUing the time of exposure in 
the Dodge tachistosoope, which in 
simpler terms is a rig to ^ g i^te the 
flashes of light for expolments in 
right and left-eyedness. 

Dr. Crosland got his idea from an 
apparatus Invented years ago by a 
certain Dr. 'Whipple, psychology^and 
education instructor at the University 
(tf^Michlgw^vho used it for flashing 
materiali^before\tiie eyes of a èubject 
for a given part of a second in the 
"range of attention" experiment. 

Dr: Crosland worked upon a shn- 
llar apparatus sev^^Éx^g^ago, and 
in the April, 1926, isSppHle "Journal 
of Experimental 'Psychology/V hé pub- 
Ushed (un article called, "A Device for 
, ControlUng the Time of Exposure in 
the Dodge Tachistoscope." In this ap- 
paratus, he used some' of the plans of 
the Whipple device, eombihing them 
with other ideas which were original. 
^Although this mechanism worked for a 
whUe, it later proved to have varia- 
tions and weak aspects. 

C. N. Crocker,, of Hendershott's Oun 
Store, was enlisted to aid in correcting 
these wc8)mésBes,' but his attempts to 
"tiine lip" the machine to its fopier 
accuracy were unsuccessful. He then 
suggested that the main part of the 
Instrument, the rotating disk, be trsns- 
forpied into wholly different type 
of disk.. , i', : - 

Part of the vmabhine' thus eivolved 
came from Whipple's original de- 
yicej part from the improvements made 
by -Crosland, and part from the 
changes made by Crocker, the gun- 
smith.

[MuFthe Canadian Medical Corps in 
France. When he returned to Mont- 
real he was appointed pediatrician to 
the General Hospital In this city, and 
was in charge of the child's welfare 
department of that institution tiU -iiis 
death. In addition to these positions 
he was attached to the staff of the 
faculty of Medicine at McGiU as lec- 
turer in pediatrics, and ,it was through 
his OTganlzlng energy and foresight 
that the McGUl Nursery School was. 
founded some years ago. Owing to 
lack of funds the school was closed 
not very long ago. He also held the 
position of acting physician to the Day 
Nursery and director of the Mental 
Hygiene Institute. 

In connection with his work with 
the Child Welfare 'Association Dr. 
Chandler WlU be long remembered. It 
was here that he gained his contact 
with so. many young patients, and it 
was here. ttïar he, t^iye^Vma^t faith- 
fuUy and patiently, iwtog^ the medical 
director of that- association since its, 
foundation 14 years ago. He gave him- 
self untiringly to this work, establish- 
ing health clinics in various parts of 
the city, giving advice constantly, and 
never refusing to go to the help of 
those in need. It is estbnated that 
considraably over 10,()00 children ^have 
been bénehted by the latours of this 
distinguished son of Canada. Not oidy 
was he loved by the children, but alsb 
by his colleagues he was held to the 
highest esteem'.
